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INTRODUCTION 


‘This bibliography consists of an annotated list of books, 
documents, pamphlets, periodical articles and conference papers 
on women in Swaziland. Some of the entries included are items 
whose major subject coverage is not on women per se. The nature 
of the subject and its indirect relation to the issue of women 
qualified them for inclusion, e.g. entries on the Swazi rural 
homestead. The bibliography is selective, but it lists most of 
the existing publications on women in Swaziland. 


The bibliography consists of author/title entries, 
alphabetically arranged within broad subject headings. At the 
end of the main bibliography, an author/title index has been 
provided for quick location of relevant entries in the 


bibliography. 


The exercise of compiling the bibliography posed some 
limitation in the areas of time, the unavailability of some 
documents for thorough physical examination and the non- 
availability of the prescribed Thesaurus as a guide for compiling 


an exhaustive subject index. 


It was possible to complete this bibliography because of the 
unfailing co-operation and assistance from personnel in the 
University of Swaziland Libraries, the Social Science Research 
Unit's Documentation Centre and the libraries of the various 
government ministries, to whom I wish to extend my sincere 
gratitude.

A critical appraisal of existing research on rural homesteads and 
women in Swaziland. The author contends that there are few 
general statements that can be made on women in Swaziland, and 
argues that it is necessary to reconstitute some categories of 
analysis and disaggregate women in the context. She reviews 
gender relations in the context of the three major modes of 
acquiring livelihood, i.e. . agricultural production 
subsistence and sale, wage labour and dependency, 
agricultural forms of commodity production. She claims that 
existing literature on rural production by women is 
underdeveloped and reaches contradictory conclusion. She 


suggested possible alternatives on approaches and strategies for 
future research.
